New york, June 15. —specihi. the evidence 
of an N-ray negative, the Metropolitan Museum of) 
Art ‘axnounced the recovery .in fair condition of 
an aiXhentic “ Portrait of a Lady” by Franz Pour- 
,bus the younger. In the room or recent acces- 
sions is shown a panel painting by this artist 
diagnosed by X-ray and now cleaned of its repaints. 

To illustrate one of the ways in which this dis 
covery of modern science can be made to serve the 
uses of connoisseurship, the painting is exhibited 
'with three photographs; one ts a photograph of 
the museum's portrait before it was cleaned; a 
second shows a typical X-ray film taken from the 
same portrait, ‘also before cleaning, and the third 
shows all repaints cleaned away. 

H. B. Weble tells how the problem concerning 
this portrait presented itself to the museum some 
months ago, and reviews the X-ray experiment. 
On the basis of general appearance and on the 
way the lace collar was painted, the portrsit was 
‘attributed to Pourbus. Clearly it wae «an old 
portrait with a’ new face, overpainted with newer 
pigments. The problem was whether on cleaning 
away the new face, the old would be found under- 
neath or whether this had been lost or irreparably 
damaged through some accident to the panel, 

ebdliterating the nineteenth century work on the 
panel that the X-ray photographs were resorted 
_to, and according to Mr, Wehle, the success of the 
experiment was. strikingly manifest. 

The X-ray recorded a woman's face differing tn 
several respects from that on the surface of the 
| painting. Closer examination ef the X-ray showed 
that the painted surface bemeath the repaint ex- 
_tended intact over the middle portion of the panel, 
the only damages being a chip eut of the forehead 
and a crack running through the left side of the 
face. It also was revealed that the original panel 
| had beem inlaid tn a panel larger by about one 
land one-half inches on each aide. 

On this evidence the museum had the panel 
cleaned of ita repaints, and the original panel came 
to light pxactly as the X-ray had recorded it..

Question-Answer Booklet

Apropos the controversy at Wash- 
water diversion from 
‘Lake Michigan at Chicago, the City 
club. issued yesterday a “ Catechism 
‘on the Lakes to Gulf Waterway and 
the Sanitary Canal’ through Herbert 
E.. Fleming, its executive secretary. 
It embodies, in simple question and 
answer form, facts recited in many 
reports from boards and commissions 
ot engineers, and it was compiled by 
the sanitary engineering committee of 
the club, of which M. lL. Greeley is 
chairman. A few samples of the con- 
tents are: 


Q.—How much did the sanitary dis- |~ 


trict canals cost? A.—Including river 
improvements, branch canals, inter- 
cepting sewers, pumping stations, etc., 
over $100,000,000. 

Q.—How much of this was expended 
for the lakes-to-gulf waterway feature?

Chicago Only Slightly to Blame. 

Q.—--The diversion of water at Chi- 
cago has been held responsible for the 
lowering of the water level of the lakes 
two or three feet in recent years.

A.—Secre- 
tary Hoover answers: ‘The United 
States engineers report that something 
less than one-sixth of this fall has been 
due to diversion at Chicago and five-
